
THE NATIONAL CENTER FOR CIVIC INNOVATION TRAILBLAZER 2011 GRANT 
PROJECT ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the City of Durham, through the Department of Budget and Management 
Services, has been awarded a 2011 Trailblazer grant by the National Center For 
Civic Innovation; and

WHEREAS, such funds must be used for Citizen Engagement activities related to the Strategic 
Planning process; and

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Durham deems this activity to be a worthy and 
desirable undertaking;

NOW, THEREFORE, PURSUANT TO N.C.G.S. 159-13.2, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF DURHAM that:

Section 1. The project authorized is to increase and improve outreach to the public as a part 
of the City of Durham’s Strategic Plan implementation process, by soliciting 
citizen feedback on citywide outcome and intermediate measures at Citizen 
Engagement Workshops, and acquire public input on the design and functionality 
of the new Performance Management System dashboard. This project is approved 
by the City Council of the City of Durham for the period May 2, 2011 to October
31, 2011.

Section 2. The City Manager is authorized to execute the grant agreement and other 
documents that are required or appropriate in order for the City to receive the 
National Center For Civic Innovation Trailblazer Grant.

Section 3. The following revenues are anticipated to be available to the City of Durham to 
complete this project: 

National Center For Civic Innovation Trailblazer 2011 Grant $3,000

Section 4.      The following amounts are appropriated for this project:

Citizen Engagement $3,000

Section 5. Within five (5) days after this ordinance is adopted, the City Clerk shall file a 
copy of this ordinance with the Finance Director, Accounting Services Manager, 
and the Budget Director.
